Be il enacted by the Legislalive Assembly of the Terrilory of Min-
nesole, 'That Joshua L. Taylor, John IRollins, J. P. ilson,
Joseph LeBonne, Abram Lambert, and 8, P’. Folsom, be and the
same aro hereby appointcd Commissioners to locate and mark a
Territorinl Road from St. Anthony, by way of Chisago Lake, to
Taylor’s Falls, or to some point on the military road leading
from Point Douglass to the St. Louis river, south of Taylor’s
Falls; also to locate and mnark a road from St. Paul, by way of
Little Canada, to intersect the above road between St. Anthony
and Taylor’s Falls, at the nearest practicable point to Little
Canada,

Sec. 2. That the said Commissioners, or anv three of them,
shall meet at the Chisngo House, at Taylor’s Falls, on the first
Monday of (March) next, or as soon thereafter as practicable,
and proceed to lay out and mark said roads by the most direct
and feasible route ; the expense of the same to be paid by the
counties through which the above described rouds inay pass.
The anbove pamed Commissioners shall decide the proportions and
amount of said expenses to be paid by each county, through which
the roads may be located, and notify the Commistioners of each

said counties of tho same.
